The thrill of a lifetime was at- 
forded two Colorado A & M College 
debaters in March when they repre 
sented the College in a series of de- 
bates in the Hawaiian Islands, under 
the auspices of the University of Ha- 
waii. 

Kenneth Iverson of Adams City, 
Colorado, and Rod Wilson of Fort 
Morgan, Colorado, were selected by 
the A & M debate club to participate 
in the week-long series in the land 
of flowers. 


The Coloradoans went from Fort 
Collins to San Francisco by train. 
Arriving in the Golden Gate City on 
Sunday morning they spent the day 
sightseeing and resting. That eve- 
ning they boarded a plane which 
landed them in Honolulu a scant 9 
hours later. 


At the Honolulu airport they were 
greeted by a bevy of hula dancers 
and by Wayne O. Fox, professor of 
speech at the University of Hawaii. 


The debate series started shortly 
thereafter at the University. The topic 
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Reception of Colorado Debaters 


for the first debate was ‘Resolved: 
That Hawaii should become a com- 
monwealth.” The Coloradoans took 
the affirmative while Muneto Yam- 
anaka and Wildred Lee spoke on 
the negative. The mainlanders won 
this verbal tussle and Wilson was 
chosen as the most effective speaker 
f the debate. 


Folowing the debate at the Uni 
versity and a brief look at Honolulu's 
night life, Iverson and Wilson ac- 
companied by Mr. Fox and Stanley 
Reynolds and Wilfred Lee from the 
University of Hawaii flew to the 
neighboring island of Muni for a ser 
ies of informal debates before high 
school audiences. 


The first one was held at Baldwin 
high school before a record audi- 
ence of more than 1,200 students. 
This was just an exhibition and no 
winner was determined. 


Immediately following this they 
put on another exhibition at St. An 
thony’s high school with an audi- 
ence of 700 in attendance. Later that 
afternoon Iverson and Wilson were 
guests at a radio station where they 
recorded a broadcast which was 
played that evening. 


An interesting sidelight of the trip 
to Maui was the torrential rain which 
fell during the Coloradoans’ visit. 
More than 11.1 inches fell in a 10 
hour period. 


The following day (Wednesday) 
an exhibition debate was held for 
the speech department of Maui high 
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school followed by another exhibi 
tion at Lahainaluna school, one of 
the few self-supporting schools in the 
world. 


Their tour of Maui ended, the boys 
returned to Honolulu where they 
took part in an exhibition Thursday 
as part of the Pacific speech festival. 
The University was represented by 
Elaine Ah Mai and Etsuo Shigezawa. 
The topic was “Resolved: That the 
United States should limit its defense 
commitments to the Western hemis- 
phere.” 


Following the festial the visitors 
were treated to a performance of a 
Japanese play and a tour of Waikiki. 


Friday morning they were again 
treated to a tour of Honolulu and 
they made a recording for one of the 
Honolulu broadcasting stations. That 
afternoon a debate was held for 
Honolulu high school students with 
Lilly Miyamoto and Charles Char 
representing the U. of H. The topic 
was the defense question. 


The final debate of the series was 
held Friday night on the common- 
wealth question. Masaru Funai and 
Shunichi Kimura were Hawaii's rep- 
resentatives on this topic. The Ha- 
waiians were declared winners in

spent Friday night and Saturday vis- 
iting friends, shopping and swim- 
ming. They were the houseguests of

Sunday morning they were given 
a big send-off at the Honolulu air- 
port and were once more winging 
their way across the blue Pacific. 
After spending a day in San Fran- 
cisco they boarded a train for the 
last lap of their journey. 


The tired and weary travelers 
were full of praise for the hospitality 
of Hawaii, the friendly people, the 
industrious students at the Univer- 
sity, the excellent highways on the 
Islands, the up-to-date high schools 
housed in splendid buildings, and 
the magnifcient scenery set in a per- 
fect climate. 


Looking back on their glorious 
week in the Paradise of the Pacific, 
Iverson and Wilson hope that other 
members of Pi Kappa Delta will 
sometime be greeted with Aloha for 
a debate adventure such as theirs.

Although they are not a part of the 
regular report I would like to begin 
with the statistics of the present con- 
vention attendance. There are a total 
of 640 delegates and visitors registered. 
These delegates represent 135 chapters 
in 32 states, the largest chapter repre- 
sentation at any of the seventeen na- 
tional conventions. At Peoria in 1949 
there were 644 delegates and visitors 
representing 130 chapters in 30 states. 

Now to a statement about your treas- 
ury. The fiscal year will end June 30 
and the annual report will be found in 
the October Forensic but at this time 
I want to give you a general statement 
about our financial condition. We still 
have three thousand dollars in Colo- 
rado State College dormitory revenue 
bonds which pay 4% inteerst and wili 
mature in 1956. We own five United 
States Defense Bonds, Series F with 
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a face value of $2500.00, maturing in 
1954. These bonds have been carried in 
the annual report at a value of $1850.00, 
the amount paid for them. We hope 
that it will not be necessary to cash 
them before they mature. The current 
cash operating balance has not been as 
encouraging these past two years but 
it is nothing to be too worried about. 
In July 1948 our bank balance was ap- 
proximately $4400, in 1949 $3300, and 
in 1950, $2200, a decrease of about 
$11000 each year. The first drop was the 
result of a convention deficit in 1949, 
which for several reasons was an ex- 
pensive meeting. The second drop re- 
sulted from a decrease of 230 in mem- 
bers initiated this past year over the 
two previous years. Last Tuesday eve- 
ning the total for this year was 508. To 
maintain the normal expenditures of 
the society we need to initiate approx- 
imately a thousand members each year. 


At the present time we have 183 
chapters on our list. Seven have been 
added since the 1949 convention: Phil- 
lips University at Enid, Oklahoma; 
Marshall College, Huntington, West 
Virginia; Northeastern State College, 
Tahlequah, Oklahoma; Eau Claire State 
Teachers College, Eau Claire, Wiscon- 
sin; St. Mary’s College, Winona, Min- 
nesota; Appalachian State Teachers 
College, Boone, North Carolina; and 
Southwestern State College, Weather- 
ford, Oklahoma. This adds three chap- 
ters to the Province of the Lower Mis- 
sissippi and two to the Upper Missis- 
sippi. It is likely that four or five col- 
leges will lose their charters at this 
convention and that several more will 
go on the suspension list. The secre- 
tary’s office, the charter committee, and 
the province governors have all been 
using their efforts to prevent the loss 
of charters and to activate weak char- 
ters.. We are convinced that the big- 
gest single factor vitality is a faculty 
director of forensics who is interested 
in Pi Kappa Delta and an active fo- 
rensic program. 


To repeat a comment made many 
times in the report of the secretary, 
the most important problem in relations 
with chapters is to get and maintain 
an accurate mailing list. Usually by 
May or June we have it; then the pro- 
cess starts over again. If your college 
did not receive Forensics, ballots on de- 
bate questions, ballots on new chap- 
ters, communications from national of- 
ficers, housing information and entry 
blanks for this convention, etc. if prob- 
ably is because we did not have the 
name of a responsible faculty sponsor 
on your campus. If any of you sponsors 
change positions by next October I 
would appreciate knowing that fact and 
if possible, the name of your successor. 
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Your secretary is making two recom- 
mendations to the Committee on Con- 
stitutional Revision. First, I would urge 
a change in wording in a constitutional 
amendment voted at Peoria requiring 
the secretary to notify any chapter of 
probation status should it fail to have 
five members each year. The former 
rule required this standing in any two 
year period. I have two reasons for this 
recommendation. In the first place it 
makes a policeman of your secretary 
who is constantly in the position of 
exacting penalties. I don’t believe the 
national office of Pi Kappa Delta 
should be primarily punitive. In the 
second place, and more important, I 
have observed that many chapters ini- 
tiate in two year cycles, having mem- 
bership requirements above the na- 
tional minimums. I believe that they 
should be granted this privilege and 
autonomy. 


The second recommendation is to 
raise the charter fee from ten dollars 
to twenty-five dollars. The present fee 
is ridiculously low. It does not even pay 
for the actual physical charter. The 
cost of the parchment and the engross- 
ing of the names averages from twelve 
to fifteen dollars. In addition there is 
considerable correspondence, the poll- 
ing of chapters, and in some cases an 
actual campus visitation. It would seem 
that a college interested in obtaining a 
charter of Pi Kappa Delta would not 
find a fee of twenty-five dollars a bar- 
rier. 


Perhaps the following observation 
should more correctly apepar in a pres- 
idents report or through some other 
channels but I believe that it is impor- 
tant enough to receive consideration 
and so I comment on it here. I believe 
that Pi Kappa Delta should give serious 
thought to its future. We are living in 
days of transition. Changes in philos- 
ophy in speech education, in campus 
attitude toward student activities, in 
the physical conditions imposed on us 
by the defense program should cause 
us to think seriously about our organi- 
zational structure, our membership re- 
quirements, and our convention plans 
and programs. Some chapter corre- 
spondence during the past year has in- 
dicated concern with these matters. I 
am anxious that Pi Kappa Delta re- 
main the live, vital society that it is 
and to do so we must be progressive 
and alert to change, not reactionary 
and content and complacent. I have no 
definite recommendations to make but 
it might well be worth a free discussion 
on the convention floor, in the lounges 
of the Student Union, and in the pages 
of the Forensic during the next two 
years. 


Finally, I offer you our assistance 
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with chapter matters while you are 
here at the convention. We have at the 
registration desk supplies of application 
forms, key orders blanks, rituals, and 
constitutions. We will be glad to figure 
key prices for you and to mail orders 
directly from here. If we can answer 
any of your questions we'll be glad to 
do so. I am especially anxious to meet 
all new sponsors.

These accommodations 
should offer a combination of ca- 
pacity rooms for from 4 to 8 or 10, 
and private rooms or semi-pri- 
vate rooms for 1, 2, 3 or 4 persons. 

8. Accommodations for the group 
for 11 meals with a “packet” price 
for those meals. 

9. Adequate transportation facilities 
in and out of the city. 

10. Adequate parking space for those 
who come by car. 

11. Tentative approval by the pro- 
vince within whose bounds the 
tournament will be held. 

12. In case of campus accommoda- 
tions, an invitation from the pres- 
ident of the school. 

13. All of these items to be submitted 
in writing. 

The Invitation Committee has the 
formal invitation and statement con- 
cerning most of the requirements, in 
writing or by word of mouth from Mr. 
Frank and Mr. Pfeiffer regarding the 
Columbus, Ohio, proposal. 

For Washington State College the 
committee has most of the details in 
writing, and a formal invitation from 
Mr. Veatch. 

For Colorado A and M and for the 
Los Angeles area these details and of- 
ficial invitation are to be submitted to 
the National Secretary of Pi Kappa 
Delta. 

For Milwaukee there is only a brief 
statement of interest. 

For Oklahoma A and M College the 
invitation to return was oral. We are 
all acquainted with the facilities. 

In each case the committee is asking 
that a full statem@nt concerning the in- 
vitation be sent to the National Secre- 
tary as soon as possible but not later 
than June Ist. 

Further than this the committee 
wishes to make definite recommenda- 
tions to the National Council. 


1. That the National Secretary shall 
make the preferential re starting 
October 15.
